WILL OCOJROCTOBER 8 


The California Preparatory school opened its doors on Tues- 


day for registration, and held its first chapel Wednesday morning 
at eight o'clock in the auditorium. The president, Mrs. J. H. 
Henry, was present at this memorable session, together with 
Superintendent C. M. Wood and the faculty and a large per cent 
of the pupils. 
; 


The formal opening of this half million dollar plant will occur 


on October 8th, Founders'' day, commemorating the beginning of 
the original institution, the Pasadena Military academy, in Pasa- 
dena ten years ago, and to which the residents of the San Gabriel 
valley are invited. 


•This is the first educational institution to be located at Covina. 


Its half million dollar plant occupies a prominent mesa on the 
north slope of the San Jose hills, commanding an excellent view 
of the entire San« Gabriel valley. The drive from the boulevard, 
the Pomona Hill road, leads through palms and under live oaks, 
approaching the mesa by a steady grade. 


The units now complete, or which will be finished within a 


few weeks, consist of the auditorium and class rooms, two dormi- 
tories, named Henry Hall and Wood Hall, three cottages for the 
faculty, dining room and servants' quarters,, gymnasium and swim- 
ming pool. The buildings are fireproof, constructed of hollow tile 
with tile roofs. Each dormitory will care for fifty boys, has a liv- 
ing room and bedrooms for four instructors. There is yet to be 
constructed an office and administration building, a hospital and 
two additional dormitories, as the school is expected to care for 
two hundred students when completed. 


The athletic field, a wide expanse of level ground lying to the 


south of the gymnasium, will afford opportunity for diversified 
games and extensive training. 


Pupils are received from the ages of 10 to 18, many remaining 


with the school throughout their intermediate and high school 
work. There are fourteen members on the faculty, all being col- 
lege degree men. 


Students are enrolled from many states in the union and

Court Hits Blow at 


Chain Newspaper 


In a decision affecting scores of 


cities throughout the state, the Cali- 
fornia supreme court has held, in a 
unanimous opinion received in Mon- 
rovia, that no newspaper can be con- 
sidered of general circulation or 
qualified to carry legal notices unless 
.the entire operation of producing 
that newspaper is performed in the 
city where it is circulated. 


In brief, -the opinion points out 


that the law requires a legal news- 
paper to be "printed and publish- 
ed" in the city where it circulates 
and the court construed these terms 
to mean not only the editorial work 
but the further operations of type- 
setting and presswork. 


This opinion ruled ou the status of 


the Monrovia Evening Post, a Kel- 
logg paper, which maintains an edi- 
torial office 
in Monrovia, but 
for 


which all mechanical work is done in 
the plant of the Pasadena Post. Hav- 
ing lost a bid on Monrovia city print- 
ing when its legality was questioned, 
the Post filed a petition in superior 
court to be declared a legal jiaper 
and it was granted by Judge F. C. 
Valentine. The petition was opposed 
by the Monrovia Daily Xews, which 
carried the case to the supreme court. 
The reversal of the superior court de- 
cision -resulted.

tional food products advertisers, is a co-operative business 
enterprise participated in by three out of every four citrus 
growers of the state. Statements from this organization are 
worthy of study and its opinions worth careful consideration. 


California to the Front in Population— 


Population is pouring into California so fast that the 


state is rapidly moving to the front in comparison with other 
states and both of its great cities are moving with it. With 
a population of 5,066,288, as estimated by Comptroller Riley, 
the golden state is now undoubtedly in fifth place, following 
New York, Pennsylvania, Illinois and Ohio, and it seems 
that it will not be many years before, the .latter two will be 
passed. Los Angeles now has 1,260,315 and is growing so fast 
that, when the next census is taken four years hence, it will 
likely occupy the fourth position, following New York, Chi- 
cago and Philadelphia. That place was held by St. Louis 
until the census of 1920, when it was taken by Detroit. Cleve- 
land moved up to fifth position, dropping St. Louis to the 
sixth. 


It seems to be only a matter of time when California and 


Los Angeles will rank next to the state and city of New York 
as the most populous in the country. In the east such a sug- 
gestion is immediately classed as mere booming, but it will 
bear serious investigation. No state and no city at any time 
in the history of the nation has equalled the growth of Cali- 
fornia and Los Angeles during the past five years. 
The 


state growth has been general. San Francisco has also in- 
creased tremendously since 1920, and with her 622,203 is in 
the rank of the first ten cities, possibly to take sixth place 
from St. Louis in 1930. Every city and town of the state is 
growing. 


However, it is not the mere fact of present growth which 


supplies foundation for the prediction of future headship, 
bul the reasons for that increase. It is not the result of a 
temporary boom. People are coming to California by the 
hundreds of thousands every year for reasons which are per- 
manent in their nature. 
If those reasons are sufficient to 


draw them now, they will be equally potent ten years from 
now. 
Population supplies markets and draws industries, 


which in their turn bring more population. That is what is 
going on now and accounts for much of the growth of the 
Los Angeles district. Developing commerce across the Paci- 
fic will also play a part. Those who see in the course of time 
the densest population in the United States along the Pacific 
coast have good reason for their vision.—San Bernardino Sun. 


High Cost of Reaching Voters— 


The following editorial from the San Francisco Chronicle 


i.» a fair statement of the expense of conducting a modern 
primary campaign: 


"Twenty-two cents is a fair average cost of appealing to 


the individual voter. Given 2,500,000 voters, as there are in 
Illinois, that means $550,000 as the cost of legitimately ad- 
dressing the voters in one campaign. That is the way it is 
figured out by Allen F. Moore, campaign manager for Frank 
L Smith, who won the Republican nomination for senator 
from Illinois. 


"Ask anyone who has ever had any experience in conduct- 


ing any kind of a campaign where a large number of individ- 
uals had to be reached. The amount of money that may be 
spent legitimately is, in a large state, enormous if the cam- 
paign is complete. 


"What will twenty-two cents do? A circular letter ad- 


diessed ot each voter in the state costs from five to eight 
cents apiece, according to the size and number of enclosures. 
Would the candidate be satisfied with firing one postal volley ? 
If not, he must repeat the expenditure. And then there is 
tlie expense of halls hired, of brass bands, campaign buttons, 
clerical workers, publicity men, billboard and other forms of 
advertising, transportation and getting on the air. It 
amounts up. 


"When money is so used legitimately it is not the spend- 


ing of it that is vicious. The vicious element is the system 
which makes it impossible for any man to make an intensive 
campaign before a large number of voters without spending 
a lot. of money. That is one of the weaknesses of the pri- 
mary system. It needs to be cured or the sentiment of the 
public is likely to be turned back to the convention system 
as a lesser evil." 


WHAT'S SMART IN MEN'S WEAR 


Straight-front coat be-

straight-front coat is seen with 
increasing frequency. 


The style analysis bureau of

were seen, but a recent analysis 
on the floor of the New York 
stock exchange shpwed four- 
teen per cent of the men wear-

ton, Long Island.

I have no personal desire to be 


mixed up in a flood control contro- 
versy, but would muchj-ather go my 
way in the aarne manner as that of 
the average taxpayer, leaving the 
project to the duly elected officials 
of the-county. But I have fought 
too long for flood control to stand 
idly by and see it manhandled and 
misdirected ^.and delayed after we 
have spent much time and money to 
bring about the financing of the 
project.
